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CHE <RHYMEFESr SMITH ADDRESSES 
HIS PAST IN RACE FOR ALDERMAN

REDEYE 

The homegrown artist formerly known as 
Rhymefest is changing names. 

Unlike Puff Daddy’s move to Diddy the 
rapper’s new moniker— Che “Rhymefest” 
Smith— isn’t a music industry publicity ploy 
It’s part of the Washington Park resident’s 
bid to become alderman of the 20th Ward, in 
which he lives, during the Feb. 22 elections. 

If he succeeds. Smith— who won a Grammy 
for co-writing the hit song “Jesus Walks” and 
once defeated Eminem in a rap battle— would 
join the other 49 aldermen in the City Council 
and assume political responsibility for an area 
that encompasses parts of Back of the "V^ds, 
Woodlawn, Washington Park and Englewood. 

In short. Smith would go from mak- 
ing albums to making potentially $110,000 
per year, receiving an expense allowance of 
$73,280 and voting on matters such as city or- 
dinances, finances and logistics. 

Already Smith’s campaign is garnering na- 
tional and local publicity NBC-5 Chicago’s 
website named Aid. Willie Cochran one of the 
five most vulnerable ward candidates in Chi- 
cago, due to Cochran facing what the writer 
called “the only celebrity challenger in town.” 

But to succeed. Smith will have to alter his 
image and address parts of his past he’d rather 
leave buried. 

On his Facebook page and Twitter profile, a 
photo of Smith in a T-shirt has been replaced 
by one of him in a jacket and collared shirt. He 
has traded studio time for signature collec- 
tion and concerts for campaign fundraisers. 
Still, he sometimes goes into full ’Fest mode, 
such as the time he performed at his first of- 
ficial fundraiser last month at The Shrine. 

“I am who I am,” Smith, 33, said during a 
recent one-on-one interview with RedEye at 
Robust Coffee Lounge in Woodlawn. “I al- 
ways said I wouldn’t be the type of candidate 
that would compromise who I am because 
that’s not true to how I would govern.” 


THE 20TH WARD

LEADERSHIP 

Willie Cochran has been alderman of the 
ward for three years. The previous aider- 
man, Arenda Troutman, pleaded guilty in 
2008 to fraud after admitting she solicited 
donations from developers seeking to do 
business, as the Tribune reported. 

RESIDENTS 

The ward spans neighborhoods including 
Woodlawn, Washington Park, Englewood 
and Back of the Yards. 

CHALLENGES 

Violence and a need for business develop- 
ment are two challenges highlighted by 
four of the six candidates who will face off 
in the February elections. Englewood and 
Woodlawn have been profiled as areas where 
more police intervention is needed, accord- 
ing to recent Tribune coverage of community 
violence. 



Some have dismissed Smith’s quest for pub- 
lic office, and already the dirt digging has be- 
gun, Smith said. Last month, WELD -TV re- 
ported on Smith’s criminal record— including 
a near decade-old guilty plea to one count of 
misdemeanor battery in a confrontation with 
his then-wife in their Indiana home. About 
four years later, he pleaded guilty to criminal 
recklessness after police alleged Smith fired 
shots after an argument with a real estate 
agent about his home closing costs. 

Smith has told various media outlets he took 
responsibility for his actions, and he told Red- 
Eye he never claimed to be “Mr. Pure.” 

“I don’t shy away from what I did,” he said 
of his past. “I feel that voters have to consider 
the whole candidate. They can’t take parts 
or halves. They need to know where people 



come from and how they’ve evolved. People 
deserve another chance.” 

His lyrical past has haunted him as well. 
Though to fans and industry insiders he is 
known as a conscious rapper, he recounted a 
recent interview in which WYCA (102.3-FM) 
host Geraldine Smith asked him to take back 
anything derogatory he had ever said about a 
woman in a song. At first. Smith said he had 
done so only for storytelling purposes, and not 
in the misogynistic manner of some rap peers, 
but eventually he complied with her request. 

“I felt like nobody ever did that to me in 
the rap world and it took the political world 
to hold me to that standard,” Smith said. “I 
think when I record. I’ll be a different artist.” 

Smith said his goal as a potential alderman is 
to transform a crime-ridden and economically 


underdeveloped ward into an industrious, bus- 
tling community with jobs, particularly green 
ones. RedEye talked with him about what 
made him decide to run, his goals and whether 
he fears aspects of his lifestyle will provide am- 
ple ammo for Midwest mud-slinging. 

When did you decide to run? What specific mo- 
ment made you say, “Oh, I have to do this/7 

August. So, a lot of people were working on 
campaigns in the summertime, but the urgen- 
cy of what I felt I could offer the community 
hit when it hit. I rode down a whole block that 
was boarded up and half the next block was 
boarded up. It was an urban ghost town, and in 
my mind I thought: How could I change this? 
A rap song, concert or benefit don’t change 
that. There was a deficiency of leadership.

How do your fans feel about you moving from rap to politics? 

My fans are very supportive. Most people wonder if I still 
rap since IVe been on this journey I haven’t released any 
new music. I still rap and am going to make music. In fact, I 
feel something bubbling inside of me. But I’m not the same 


about other opportunities than just being a rapper or DJ?” 

You’ve said several times that Common, Kanye West and 
others will be willing to build businesses in this ward if you 
win? Why would they do that? 


20TH QUESTIONS 

Six candidates will vie for the office of alderman in the 20th 
Ward, according to the most recent filing information post- 
ed by the Chicago Board of Elections. Red Eye asked the as- 
piring candidates, including incumbent Aid. Willie Cochran, 
to fill out a mini-questionnaire about their platforms. One 
candidate, Sidney "Sid” Shelton, did not respond to several 
notes left behind at the residence listed on his petition to be 
placed on the ballot. RedEye reached David Nuckolls Jr, an 
attorney also running in the 20th Ward, but did not receive 
the responses to his questionnaire by press time. Answers 
have been condensed to give a sense of candidates’ priori- 
ties and goals for the ward. k.k.

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Emanuel takes 
early lead in 
evolving race

Former White House chief of staff Rahm 
Emanuel is off to an early lead in the race 
for Chicago mayor, but there is plenty of 
room for other contenders in the crowded 
field as the fluid contest takes shape, a new 
Tribune A^FGN poll found. 

Emanuel had the support of 32 percent 
of voters, just ahead of 30 percent who 
were undecided, making him the only can- 
didate in double-digits with more than two 
months before the Feb. 22 city election. 
He was well short of the outright majority 
needed to avoid an April runoff between 
the top two finishers. 

First though, Emanuel has to survive 
a ballot challenge by those who say he 
doesn’t qualify under rules requiring may- 
oral candidates to be Chicago residents for 
a year before the election. While several 
more of the 15 current candidates could 
be knocked off or drop out as the race gets 
serious, the poll showed a splintered field 
largely defined by name recognition. 

Former Chicago Public Schools chief 
Gery Chico and U.S. Rep. Danny Davis 
each had 9 percent, with state Sen. James 
Meeks at 7 percent and former U.S. Sen. 
Carol Moseley Braun at 6 percent. City 
Clerk Miguel del Valle had 3 percent. 

Former U.S. Sen. Roland Burris, whose 
intention to stay in the race is uncertain, 
had just 2 percent backing. None of the 
other candidates reached i percent.

his body language a few times, but avoided 
mocking challengers who sometimes hissed 
and booed during the marathon.

Illinois State police say they are investigat- 
ing the death of Springfield Mayor Tim 
Davlin, who had been ordered to appear 
before a judge in a probate case Tuesday 
morning. 

No cause of death immediately was re- 
leased. Frank Kunz, a Springfield alderman 
who serves as mayor pro tern, said investi- 
gators “didn’t say much of anything” at a 
Tuesday morning news conference. 

“Basically what they confirmed was it 
was the mayor and he’s dead,” Kunz said. 
“They actually didn’t say much of any- 
thing.” 


Davlin, a 53-year- 
old Democrat, had 
been mayor of Il- 
linois’ capital city 
since 2003. He was 
ordered to appear 
in court Tuesday 
to account for an 
$845,000 estate for 
which he was the 
executor. He told a 
judge last week that he had hired a lawyer 
in the matter. 

He was not seeking a third term in 2011, 
and the IRS had placed a lien for unpaid 



taxes on his home in May according to 
county records. 

Kunz said the city of about 115,000 was 
“stunned” by the news. 

“Even when they had a press conference, 
they weren’t sure all the relatives had been 
notified,” he said. “But he was the mayor, 
so they had to do something.” 

Davlin, who was divorced, had four chil- 
dren. Police were called to his home about 
8:50 a.m. and found the mayor “unrespon- 
sive,” Springfield Police Chief Robert Wil- 
liams said. He was declared dead soon af- 
terward, and the investigation was turned 
over to state police, he said. 


Body scanners land at Midway

Midway has received its first full-body 
scanner to screen passengers for hidden 
weapons and explosives. 

Until now, the controversial scanners 
have been deployed in Chicago only at 
O’Hare. But the Transportation Security 
Administration said Tuesday that one full- 
body scanner has been purchased for Mid- 


way using federal stimulus funds. 

The scanners produce an image, more 
similar to an X-ray than a photograph, that 
reveals any items under clothing. The TSA 
has deployed 464 body scanners at 75 air- 
ports, and in many cases it is using the de- 
vices as the primary method of screening 
passengers bound for flights. 

Passengers can decline body-scanner 


screening and instead face what the TSA 
calls an “enhanced pat-down” to ensure no 
prohibited items are carried aboard air- 
craft. 

The body scanner at Midway uses elec- 
tromagnetic waves to screen passengers. 
The energy emitted is thousands of times 
less than what is produced during a cell 
phone transmission, the TSA said. 


‘Honeybee* 
suspect in

Gary Amaya, 48, of downstate Rankin, was 
in his truck with a prostitute around 1:30 a.m. 
Saturday on the West Side when he tried to 
put her in handcuffs, according to Orland Park 
Police Chief Tim McCarthy 

The woman claims Amaya fired a gun out 
the window of his truck as she ran away said 
McCarthy head of the South Suburban Major 
Crimes Task Force. 

Police found the woman’s purse in the back 
of Amaya’s light-blue Chevrolet truck after he 
was shot by a customer around 6:30 p.m. Sat- 
urday as he tried to rob L.A. Tan in the 15600 
block of South 94th Avenue in Orland Park. 

Authorities tracked down the woman and 
interviewed her within the past day or two, 
McCarthy said. She was not harmed, he said. 

Sources have told the Tribune that police 
are investigating whether Amaya could be 
the honeybee gunman. In October, a gun- 
man shot and killed Rolando Alonso, 45, and 
wounded Josh Garza, 19, near Beecher. Later 
that day the gunman shot Keith Dahl, 64, a 
farmer near Lowell, Ind., and stole $60 from 
him. The gunman apparently asked about 
honeybees, which led to his nickname.

Winter storm strands 
hundreds in Canada 


Canadian police and military teams were 
working Tuesday afternoon to rescue about 
300 people stranded after what a local official termed 
the most brutal storm to hit the Ontario region in 
25 years. 

Some people had been stuck in their vehicles for 
more than 24 hours following blinding snow that 
piled up so high it made it almost impossible to open 
vehicle doors. 

“Tbu really felt almost despair,” said Brandon Junk- 
in, who spent nearly 24 hours stranded before being 
rescued Tuesday afternoon after he heard a helicopter 
hovering over his immobilized truck. He had run out 
of gas and was without anything other than a blanket 
to help him through the ordeal. 

Ontario Provincial Police initially reported about 
360 vehicles and about 300 people had been stranded 
near Sarnia, Ontario, on Highway 402— a major thor- 
oughfare linking the U.S.-Canada border to London, 
Ontario. 

Some of those people since have been rescued, but 
Sarnia Mayor Mike Bradley said it could be 24 hours 
before everyone is taken to safety 


FLORIDA CROPS OK 

Florida’s winter fruit and vegetable crops appear 
to have survived freezing temperatures overnight 
with not too much damage, industry officials said 
Tuesday. 

Southwest Florida saw the lowest temperature 
dip, with the mercury falling into the upper 20s, 
causing scattered damage to green beans, peppers 
and tomato plants. 


The Canadian military assigned a CC-130 Her- 
cules airplane and two CH-146 Griffons helicopters 
to the search and rescue effort, which also includes 
snowmobiles and four-wheel-drive vehicles from the 
provincial police. 

Bradley said truckers stranded by the storm have 
invited some motorists to shelter with them in their 
rigs, and nearby residents also have opened their 
homes to stranded motorists. 

He reiterated police warnings not to travel through 
the region. 

“This is probably the most brutal storm we have 
had in 25 years,” he said.

Derrick Rose joins aiready 
hurting Joakim Noah 

Derrick Rose’s very public fall and subsequent 
sprained right wrist and bruised right elbow aren’t 
the only Bulls injury concerns. 

Privately Joakim Noah has been battling bruised 
tendons in his right hand, which keeps getting 
whacked and thus can’t heal. 

Team sources told the Tribune that management 
has had internal discussions about sitting Noah, al- 
though the center traveled to Toronto and is sched- 
uled to play Wednesday against the Raptors when 
the Bulls vie for their seventh straight victory 

As for Rose, it appears time to add “quick heal- 
er” to his long list of accomplishments this season. 
One day after flipping over the Pacers’ Brandon 
Rush on a drive, not to mention tweaking his left 
ankle. Rose vowed to play 

“If it’s up to me. I’m playing knowing it’s only sore,” 
Rose said. “Usually I can play through soreness. 

“The wrist isn’t that bad. If anything, my elbow 
hurts more than my wrist. I’m a little beat up. But I 
should be able to play through it.” 

The Bulls didn’t really practice Tuesday, briefly 
watching film and getting up some jumpers in- 
dividually One day after X-rays of his right wrist 
were negative. Rose underwent icing and electrical 
stimulation treatments that he vowed to continue 
all day Wednesday 

“He had some soreness, but everything appears 
to be fine,” coach Tom Thibodeau said. “If he says 
he can play, then he’ll play And that’s what he’s say- 
ing right now We won’t know until we go through 
shootaround {Wednesday morning]. But he’s mov- 
ing around pretty good.” 

Noah wasn’t on the Berto Center court when 
reporters were granted access but he has been play- 
ing with a taped hand off and on since first getting 
whacked earlier this month. Noah and Rose have 
been sharing a catchphrase of “mind over matter” 
to deal with their respective injuries, but Noah’s 


isn’t getting better. 

If Rose doesn’t play Thibodeau said C.J. Watson 
would start. Watson scored 33 points when Rose 
missed the Nov. 26 loss in Denver with a stiff neck. 

“When C.J. has played extended minutes, he 
has performed extremely well,” Thibodeau said. 


“We’re all confident in his ability” 

Rose wore a brace on his right arm and said he 
also bruised his hip on the nasty fall. 

“[Monday] night was the worst I felt in a long 
time,” Rose said. “My whole body was sore. I had 
to soak everything.

Written during the dissolution of their marriage 
(and, in turn, the band), Christa Meyer and Tim 
Kelley turn a personal low into a career high 
with this dark batch of moody torch songs-the 
perfect soundtrack to the winter season’s frozen 
temps and early nightfalls. 

Psalm One 

“Woman at Work Vois. 1-3” 

Released free on her website (psalmone.tv) in 
three batches spread throughout the year, the 
“Woman at Work” series finds the rapper tack- 
ling self-made challenges (composing 500 bars 
in a successful effort to best the Game’s 400 
bars) and, in the conversational final release, 
coming to full maturation as an MC. 

Chicago Underground Duo 

“Boca Negra” 

Cornetist Rob 
Mazurekand drum- 
mer Chad Taylor 
continue to blur the

White Mystery 

“White Mystery” 

Sister-brother duo Alex (guitar/vocals) and 
Francis White (drums) are one of those 
bands you can look at and immediately 
have some idea what they’re going to 
sound like. Sporting billowing clouds of 
red hair and projecting a slightly danger- 
ous aura (think street toughs from a clas- 
sic John Carpenter flick), the duo’s garage 
rock nuggets are gritty, explosive and 
catchy as all heck. 


Disappears 

“Lux” 

Interviewed back in 2009, Disappears singer/ 
guitarist Brian Case described the band’s sound 
as “caveman,” saying, “We were trying to strip 
things down to their very essence.” The sound 
left behind-distorted guitars, cranky drums and 
Case’s disaffected vocals-remains both primal 
and thrillingly visceral. 

Nachtmystium 

“Addicts: Black Meddle Pt. 11" 

This dense, dark masterwork opens with a 
coded message, delivered one letter at a time in 
a tortured whisper by band founder Blake Judd: 
“N-o-t-h-i-n-g h-u-r-t-s m-o-r-e t-h-a-n b-e-i-n-g b- 
o-r-n.” Judging by the searing songs of pain and 
addiction captured here by the ambitious metal 
crew, things don’t necessarily get any easier 
from there. 

KanyeWest 

“My Beautifui Dark 
Twisted Fantasy” 

West, more than any 
artist working today, 
embodies that fa- 
mous Walt Whitman 
quote: “Do I contra- 
dict myself? Very well, 
then I contradict myself, I am large, I contain 
multitudes.” This epic album reflects its creator 
in every possible way. The songs are alter- 
nately conflicted, ambitious, chest-thumping, 
self-lacerating, hilarious, bloated, refined and 
raw. Listening start to finish is like journey- 
ing through the rapper’s innermost thoughts, 
“Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind”-style.

Crosstown classic 


Second City’s Anne Marie 
Saviano brings South Side 
holiday humor to North Side 

By Julia Borcherts 

“It’s about life on the block,” says “Sout’side Stories: The Holi- 
day Edition” creator-director Anne Marie Saviano (left), who 
hails from Garfield Ridge and Clear- 
ing near Midway Saviano began taking 
comedy writing classes at Second City 
in 2004, where she realized she could 
use her South Side roots to her advan- 
tage. 

As the only woman enrolled in the 
directing program at Second City that 
year, Saviano drew from her experi- 
ences as a lifelong South Sider to create 
scenes and sketches about the place 
where perfect lawns, boxed wine and 
the White Sox rule for her graduation project in 2007. After 
a stint producing Second City’s Las Vegas show, the part-time 
WGN morning news writer returned to Chicago and mount- 
ed a revamped “Sout’side” at the Skybox last fall, which played 
to sold-out houses and inspired the holiday-themed version. 
We called her to catch up. 

Did being a South Sider help you succeed as the only woman 
in the directing program? 

It did because where I grew up, you had to be tough. It wasn’t 
that you were getting in fights every day; it’s just that people on 
the Southwest Side are very blunt. If they really bust your chops, 
that means they love you. [Laughs.] 

What did moving away teach you about your roots? 

[I realized while] I was in Vegas that it’s not a neighborhood, re- 
ally. And it was weird because I spent a lot of time in high school 
and college thinking, “I gotta get out of here; these people ag- 
gravate me, they’re all in my business.” You can’t even go to the 
Jewel without seeing 20 people you know. When I was gone and 
didn’t have that, I realized it’s a really rich resource for writers 
and directors. 

Which South Side holiday traditions do you satirize? 

We do one with the big Italian family on Christmas Eve, fighting 
and swearing at each other, which is so my family. The mom

My favorite scene is about growing up on the South Side. 

Three girls are at 115 Bourbon Street for New Year’s Eve-one 
of them left to go to Spain, another one lives in a high-rise 
condo in the Loop and the other one is still in the neighborhood, 
teaching at the same high school she went to. It’s not an ideal 
situation, but is she happy? Or does leaving your comfort zone 
make you a better person? I identify with that because I actually 
live with my mom and my sister, which is pretty hilarious be- 
cause single girls on the South Side-they stay with their mom 
forever. 


What’s next? 

For “Sout’side,” the goal is to put it up on the South Side, but as 
a two-act. And we’re doing a satire on “Oprah” [at Annoyance] in 
conjunction with her last run in Chicago-what happens when 
old Mayor Daley comes back to Oprah on her last day and says, 
“Nobody leaves Chicago unless I say they leave Chicago”?

Nominations for 
the 68 th annual 
Golden Globe 
Awards were an- 
nounced Tuesday 
and, at the risk 
of hyperbole 
(translation: here 
it comes!), I’m 
feeling sick, and 
may not eat for the 
rest of the year. 

Sure, the Best 
Picture (Drama) 
category has all 
predictable, rea- 
sonable choices: 
“Black Swan,” “The Fighter,” “Incep- 
tion,” “The King’s Speech,” “The Social 
Network.”

“Going the Distance”? [^lom^Olo^Fp 
“Cyrus”? “Greenberg”? “Easy A”? 

OK, deep breaths. I’m glad Jesse Eisen- 
berg (“The Social Network”) and Jennifer 
Lawrence (“Winter’s Bone”) were nomi- 
nated, as well as both Ryan Gosling and 
Michelle Williams for “Blue Valentine.” 

On the other hand, Johnny Depp received 
two nominations for two extremely unin- 
spired performances in ‘Alice in Wonder- 
land” and “The Tourist,” so it’s not as if 
justice was served across the board. Kevin 
Space/s also pretty terrible in “Casino
